Florida paid out $3,551,326 in 
State unemployment insurance 
benefits in January, the 
January on record, and 81 per 
cent above a year ago. 

State Industrial Commission 
Chairman A. Worley Brown 
said reasons for the heavy pay- 
ments reflected the national 
recession and a heavier claims 
load in January carried over 
from the late December holi- 
days. 

In addition to the total pay- 
ments under the state program, 
there was $60,175 paid out un- 
der the program for Federal 
employees, and $174,986 to un- 
employed ex-servicemen. 

New claims in January 1961 
were 53.2 per cent above a year 
ago, the largest rate of increase 
since June, 1958, except for 
August 1960, when the rate of 
increase was 56.2 above August 
1959, Brown reported. 

The number of weeks of un- 
employment compensation claim 
ed increased 70.4 per cent over 
January last year. 

Of the 32 Florida State Em- 
ployment Service offices report- 
ing for their areas, 24 were up 
and 8 were down. 

Offices showing decreases 
were: West Palm Beach, down 
$7,057 to $90,164; Ft. Pierce 
down $6,446 to $24,483; Lees- 
burg, down $4,636 to $12,765; 
Cocoa, down $2,394 to $21,517; 
Bradenton, down $1,985 to $30,- 
584; Daytona Beach, down $1, 
$12 to $60,047; Ocala, down $1, 
584 to $21,192 and Belle Glade, 
down $1,457 to $3,830.
